London, Aug. I.—A conference 
on the queation of Inter-allied 
debts will bo held in the near fu¬ 
ture, Premier Harriot announced 
to-day just before he left for Paris 
for a conference with hia Cabinet 
on the work of International Con¬ 
ference here. The French dele¬ 
gates worked persistently to bring 
about such a decision. 

It ie understood it has not yet 
been decided whether the new 
conference will be. held in Paris 
or London. The United States 
representatives were not parties 
to *he decision to hold the debt 
parleys.

He felt 
confident that such a bureau, oper¬ 
ated probably under the direction of 
the Retail Merchants’ Association 
and In complete co-operation with 
the Government and all trade Inter¬ 
ests, would go fur toward putting a 
check to the extensive smuggling op¬ 
erations along the whole Canadian- 
United States border.

WHO WILL IT BE? 


O F very considerable importance to the 
Conservative Party of British Colum¬ 
bia is the gathering of the elected members to 
the Legislature which is taking place in Van¬ 
couver lo-day. 

ll is pointed out by Conservative spokes¬ 
men and the Conservative press that the I er- 
minal City meeting has been called mainly for 
ihe purpose of selecting a House leader and 
not necessarily a successor to Mr. Bowser in 
the fullest sense of the term. But it is gen¬ 
erally the practice, however, at least as far as 
this country—and Britain for that matter, save 
under conditions of national stress—is concerned 
for a political leader m the Legislative As¬ 
sembly to he vdtolly in charge of the Party's 
fortunes inside and outside of the House. To¬ 
day's selection will, therefore, doubtless be 
made with that object in view. 

L’pon whom will fall the mantle of Mr. 
Bowser will remain in doubt until the pro¬ 
ceedings of the convention are made public. 
There is little upon which to speculate, lliere 
is no outstanding talent available. Mr. 
Bow ser has been relied upon to such an extent 
that there has been little opportunity for the 
development of first-class material. 

One exception may be made in the case 
of Mr. Pooley. Of those who will compose 
the Opposition in the next Legislature the mem¬ 
ber for Esquult is the most experienced in 
the genera! procedure of the House. He has 
a firm hold upon his constituency and is fa¬ 
miliar with provincial conditions. And his 
leadership would be supported by seven other 
Conservatives from Vancouver Island. 

Mr. J. W. Jones will undoubtedly be a 
contender for the honor. He has been a hard 
worker and would be a popular leader with 
Mainland influences. But Mr. Pooley. by 
virtue of the Island's showing at the election, 
none the less in the light of his own experience, 
would seem to have a prior claim.

Toronto Aug. 9.—The Arctic «*x- 
pedition* undertaken by* T»r. It. M. 
Anderson and his comuanlong from 
1913 to 1918 have yle / kfeu rich bounty 
for science. "From the Insect callrc- 
tlons alone there have been described 
eight new genera, ninety-three new 
species, one new sub-species and four 
new varieties.” Is how D*. Anderson 
described only one of the results of 
his expeditions to the geography sec¬ 
tion of the British Association herr 
yesterday. 

The primary work accomplished, 
according to Dr. Anderson, was the 
mapping of the copper hearing rocks 
between Cape Parry and the Kent 
Peninsula and th/* mapping of the 
Yukon Territory and Firth Rives, as 
well us the main c hunnels of ths 
Mockenxie River delta. 

Intensive studies of the anthro¬ 
pology of the Copper Eskimos were 
made, .and other groups of Eskimos 
were studied, including their linguis¬ 
tics, religion and customs. Biological 
collections Included largo series of 
plants. Insects, fishes and marine In¬ 
vertebrate*,* about 700 birds, ot 
seventy-five species and fiOO mam¬ 
mals of twenty-five species. 

Scientific memoirs dealing almost 
entirely with the notes and roller- 1 
Ilona of this brunch of the expedi¬ 
tions have been in preparation by 
seventy-fhree specialists, said Dr 
Anderson, nnd forty-seven out of 
seventy-six projected reports have 
already been Issued.

They demand no confession of past 
sins or assurances of pious behaviour in future. 

If 
cannibals want to buy. as Lord Beaverbrook 
pointed out, "we sell and~buy from them."

TN the early years of ths ssventeenth century 

it was touch and go ns to which should 
dominate, colonise and develop North America, 
France or England. First the French And then 
the English held Acadia which comprised tho 
mode?*! Nov* Scotia. New Brunswick and 
Htate of Maine; then the French and then the 
English again. It was not until the disgrace¬ 
ful treaty of Breda was made by Charles II. 
in 1687 that the English claims were made over 
utterly to France us acknowledgment for the 
assistance of Louis XIV. of France in’ saving 
England from the Dutch wrath. Then, fifty 
years later In 1710 tho English took possession 
of Acadia once more by force of arips and It 
was ceded by France in the Treaty of Utrecht 
in 1713. But after, this treaty Acadia shrank 
in French estimation .to what is now the main¬ 
land of Nova Beotia. So the Frehch retained a 
frantic If somewhat precarious grip on what 
Is now New Brunswick. Prince Edward Island 
«nd Cape Breton. It was only by the Treaty 
of Baris in 1764 that the long struggle was 
closed. 

During this hundred and fifty years of de¬ 
sultory strife (he Cross of St. George of Eng¬ 
land floated also for three years over the Rock 
of Quebec 1629 to 1632. Canada was. however, 
handed back to France by Charles I., because. 
In the grim tussle which was commencing be¬ 
tween himself and his parliament, he was in 
desperate need of money, and by this sacrifice, 
which meant little to him personally, he ob¬ 
tained the delivery of the unpaid half of his 
Queen's dowry. 

In Acadia, on the other hand, the tide ebbed 
nnd flowed continually, though it was thi 
French who managed to gain a hold on the 
soil. The long and romantic struggle between 
the two French rival lords of the country, 
Charles do St.-Etienne, Sire de la Tour, and 
the Sleur d'Aulnay-Ctikrateuy, terminated for 
a time by La Tour's complete humiliation, and 
finally by Churmsay's death by drowning, 
filled the interlude between English occupa¬ 
tions. For. us soon as the Civil War was over 
In England and Cromwell firmly seated on his 
extemporized throne, he turned his attention to 
Acadia and granted u commission to an wr**t- 
whlle comrade, in rebel urms. Major-General 
Robert Sedgwick, who had come out to 
Charlestown In Massachusetts, to reduce all 
French establishments there. This the General 
proceeded most thoroughly to do, and put an 
end to La Tour's peaceful sovereignty, for tho 
latter had married Chamisay s widow and con¬ 
solidated ail rival claims. 

'T'HOIJGH La Tour had no resources to fight 
the English, there were other ways to 
retain his lauds, no matter what the flag which 
floated over them. Many years before, his

JESUS CLEANSES THE TEMPLE 

John il—13-22 


t W* are Impressed by Christ's 
Impulsive correction of abuse*. He 
could not stand by and let evil alone 
because It was not His place to deal 
with It. Ills loyalty to Ills Father's 
name was such that when He saw 
Him dishonored He hud to act. 

There is need to-day of that honest 
hatred of evil thut arouses men 
agulnst it. No doubt there Is a danger 
fiom excess of real; enthusiasm may 
easily degenerate to fanaticism. 
Every good cause suffers from the 
extremists In its ranks, ‘'ritlll," as l>r 
l*«ds says, ".with ail ricks, give us by 
all means rather the man who is 
eaten up, iMtaaegscd and carried away, 
by a passionate sympathy with the 
oppressed and neglected, or with un¬ 
quenchable seal for rectitude and \ 
honorable dealing, or for the glory of j 
Clod, than the man who can stand and 
be a spectator of wrong because U 
is no businesa of bis to see that 
Injustice be withstood, who cun con¬ 
ceive at unrighteous practice* be¬ 
cause their correction is troublesome. 
Invidious, hazardous. He who lays a 
sudden hand on wrong-doing may 
have no legal authority to plead in 
his defence when challenged, but to 1 
til good men such an act Justifies it¬ 
self It wan a similar seal which at 
All times governed Christ. He could 
not s.ldiid l»y and wash His harwia **f 
other men's sins. It wns this which 
brought Him to the cross, this which 
In the first place brought Him to this 
world at all. He nad to Interfere. 
Zeal for Ills Father's glory, seal for 
God and man possessed Hint.” 

3. We note In Christ the absence 
of a calculating spirit. By this ac' 
tlon He aroused against Himself the 
most powerful class in the Jewish 
nation. As a matter of fact it waa the 
Chief Priests who were hern an¬ 
tagonized who actually forced Pilot 
to crucify Him.

1 . W. Harvey Theobald Will 
Deliver Three Lectures 


This action on the part of Jesus 
was a great surprise both to His 
apostles and to the Jews generally. 
The majority of the Jews who came 
to Jerusalem to sacrifice were from 
distant lands. They could not bring 
with them, their own animals for 
sacrifice, and, besides, the half 
shekel, .which every Jew had to pay 
us a temple tribute, had to be psid 
In the exact half shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary. and therefore pilgrims who 
came from foreign lands had to get 
their foreign money exchanged on the 
Spot for Palestinian silver. To supply 
these needs stalls were erected with* 
in the outer court of the temple. The 
literature of that time states that 
they were under the management of 
the sons of Annas, who found In ths 
rental of some and the profits of 
others their chief source of revenue. 
Hut It turned the sacred edifice Into 
a regular Oriental market. Exorbi¬ 
tant prices were charged for the 
animals for sacrifice and the dis¬ 
counts for money changing were a 
scandal to the temple. The whole 
court rang from morning until night 
w ith the din of bargaining and barter¬ 
ing. and Christ'* 1 statement that they 
made His Father's House a House of 
merchandise and a den of thieves was 
r.ot a whit too strong. 

This uproar was In full sw ing when 
Christ entered. Shocked beyond ex? 
preunion by this desecration of HU 
Father’s House, he knotted hastily a 
scourge of small cords and drove Uie 
whole mercenary throng In confusion 
from the place. It Is hard to imagine 
the scene. The animals rushing in 
•error through the' crowd, the specta¬ 
tors and purchasers panic stricken, 
and behind all the commanding per¬ 
son of the Messiah against whosf in¬ 
dignation none dared to lift a hand 


On a mission-to look into tha vari¬ 
ous organixatlons of the Society of 
Friends on the Pacific Coast.

He Is very much Interested 
in the experience with government 
control in British Columbia, and in¬ 
tends on tils return to speak on 
liquor control as he has seen it in 
various parts of-the United States, 
and Canada. As he Is a lecturer of 
repute In the Old Country, British 
Columbia’s social condition Is likely 
to come Into a fair amount of notice 
there as the consequence of the visit.

Mr. Theobald will speak on "Christ 
in the Parables," at the Friends 
Meeting House. Fern Htreet On 
Monday evening he will conduct a 
series of lantern views, "Quaker Pic¬ 
tures." describing the growth of the 
Quaker movement through Hie Eng¬ 
lish speaking countries. 

The tercentenary of that remark¬ 
able man. "George Fox." will suggest 
the subject of Tuesday, when he will 
speak on the life story of that un¬ 
common founder of the Society of 
Friends, who was the product of an 
excitable age. and had hi* full share 
of excitement.

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NOOTKA NOTABLE POST 
IN SECURING BRITISH 
CLAIMS ON THIS COAST 

tfeares’s Settlement of 1788 79 in Conflict with Neigh¬ 
boring Nations; Decay of Spain Was His Op¬ 
portunity. 

N'nt since that memorable day in 1 ?!!•'> when the crimson 
(jold bars nf Spain went down at Nootka for the last time, 
und the flag of St. George and St. Andrew took its place, 
will Nootka have witnessed such a gathering as that set for 
next Tuesday. 

Now fully abandoned to its aboriginal inhabitants 
without a vestige of that occupation by British and Spanish 
which nearly precipitated a war, Nootka lives in a historic 
recollection. Settlement has passed it by to north and south 
and to the cove now only come those persons whom the 
avocations of the West Coast claim. 


MAQUINNA IN HIS PRIME 

Hit person, about six feet 
height, ' wan straight and 
well formed; his face of the 
copper complexion, with good 
features and expression, but 
marked with what is not com¬ 
mon among these people, a 
fine Homan nose..But his face, 
arms, and legs were, on this 
occasion, so disguised by 
paint, as almost to prevent 
there natural color wtWB be¬ 
ing seen. " 

Over each eyebrow was 
drawn a heavy black line, 
a crescent, and his hair, long 
and black, was drawn up and 
tied in a hunch on the top of 
his head. It was idled so as to 
shine, and then strewed over 
with'a fine white down, which 
gave it the appearance of be¬ 
ing half covered With snow 
flakes. 


SOME FEATURES OF NOOTKA HISTORY 


The first Chinese to' come to British Columbia were 
brought by Captain Meares to Nootka. 

The Northwest America, first vessel to be built on this 
coast, was constructed there 1789. 

The first mines to be opened on Vancouver Island were 
opened by the Spaniards near the settlement 

The earliest recorded Journey Hcross the island was made 
from Fort Rupert to Friendly Cove in July 1852. 

Frw well posted readers on the early history of Nootka 
associate the William Rllgh who accompanied Cook in his 
voyage of 1778 was the Bllgh who commanded the Bounty, 
snd who made such n wonderful voyage in an open boat 
through the Houth Hens, after the mutineers had turned him 
adrift He afterwards was sent out t<> goverrTTfew South 
Wales, with what results most readers will remember. 

The natives were strongly suspected of cannilMtlism by 
their early visitors to Nootka Hound, but the evidence does 
not appear from the Journals of the early navigators to be 
conclusive. 


MEARE8' COMPANY LOSSES 

The schedule of losses from 
the seizure of the British 
vessels at Nootka by the Hpn- 
nlards was estimated at 154.- 
000 Spanish dollars actual 
losses, and 500.000 H|Minl*h 
dollars estimated losses, the 
owning company being the 
Associated Merchants of |jf>n- 
don and India, who financed 
Menres lrt his expedition. The 
vessels seixed werr- the Iphl- 
genla. the Northwest America, 
the Argonaut, and the Prin¬ 
cess Royal. The sum of |MQ.- 
000 was awarded by the com¬ 
mission. how much of which 
Menres and his associates re¬ 
ceived is not known. 

The vessels seized were also 
returned to the M cures- 
EtctiW Company. The British 
prisoners were also released. 
The .lands nnd buildings at 
Nootka were also ordered to 
he returned to British sub¬ 
jects. 


For nearly two centuries Kuro- 
peuua traversed the hr«*k«l waters 
of the Pacific. Dutchman. Portu¬ 
guese. Spaniard and Briton be¬ 
fore Cook steered his course 
north-westerly Lu find the pass¬ 
age between the Atlantic nnd 
the Pacific, which early carto¬ 
graphers with more Imagination 
than knowledge had portrayed 
The ocean. which had fascinated 
the imagination of Drake. Tas- 
inurt, Magellan. Anson. Byron, 
snd Bering In earlier years, and 
was destined to attract so many 
famous navigators in the closing 
decades bf the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury. was the centre of popularity 
when Captain Cook started on 
his third nnd last Journey, lie 
was fated like Magellan and lot 
Perouse to close his career within 
Its broad expanse Fortunately 
his work lived on. snd within a 
few years the adventurers of 
Kurope snd America FTaatencd to 
enter the fur trade. 

To examine the story of the 
fur traders at Nootka. their ex- 
ped!»*ncie» to evade treaties snd 
trude monopolies, wers too long 
a record. Their national Jea¬ 
lousies. and their racial antl- 


microcosm of a world ns Nootka 
must have been from 1778 to 1800 . 

EFFECT ON EMPIRES 

The Meares settlement saved 
the Island for Britain, and It al¬ 
so ended the dreum of a Hpanish 
empire stretching from the Rus¬ 
sian territories to the barren 
rocks of Terra del Fuego. It was 
a small thing. Menres' rough post 
on the frontier, actually placed 
in charge of th** Indian chief for 
protection, l»ut it was something 
definite, even if a few years later 
no trace remained. Of the Spa¬ 
nish settlement which succeeded 
it nothing continued hbt the well, 
though Father lira bant was in¬ 
formed some thirty-five years 
ago that the Indians long after¬ 
wards disinterred the coffins In 
the cemetery to secure tiie nails 
for fish hooks! 

The trade Jealousies which led 
to the illegal seizure of the Bri¬ 
tish ships snd incidentally occa¬ 
sioned the need for a convention 
which brought Captain Vancou¬ 
ver to this Island, form an Inter¬ 
esting puge in colonial history. 
Parallels o| similar character 
may be found in the history of 
African. Asiatic, and North 
American settlements from the 
quarreling European nations, 
where men engaged Tri ssngiil 
nary^ struggles without respect to 
trewtkgg and fought battles long, 
after pesce“hnd been established 
between their principals in the 
home land. 

DECAYING NATION 

The reply of the Hpanish for¬ 
eign office in 1710 to the British 
representations about Nootka 
show that they seriously expec¬ 
ted to l»e faced with Russian 
settlements down the Coast, and 
were afraid of the growing power 
of the Russian bear. Those dons 
who represented the might of 
Hpaln out on the frontier were 
full£ aware of the decay of Im¬ 
perial Spam at home, nnd the 
shadows of collapse which with 
a generation were to lengthen 
across a rebellious Latin America 
had already begun to obscure the 
glory of old Castile under the 
Homo of Bourbon. Hence they 
took risks which might he dis¬ 
owned at home, as was the Noot¬ 
ka seizure. although diplomacy— 
caJJed It by another name.

tralia in the year that the British 
traders established n definite base 
at Nootka. namely, 1788. On the 
other hand the United Htatea was 
beginning to build up that great 
mercantile marine which flour¬ 
ished until its destruction in the 
Civil • War more than seventy 
years later. 

Spain was also in the dusk of 
that splendid day of colonisation 
with which she had astonished 
three centuries of Jealous rivals 
In Western Europe. Her colon¬ 
ial policy was a gorgeous shelL 
mm. n tn be perforated and shnl- 
t.e. ed In a hundred fragments by 
Bolivar and Han Martin, and 
others who wrecked ths empire 
of Cortex and I’lsnrro. 

Then front the north th# long 
nrtn of Russia was reaching from 
Hitka towards the tiolden Date, 
to tie thrust hack thirty , years 
later to the panhandle of Alaska. 

Wh*-n Me.u*s first came to 
Nootka. nr King George's Hound, 
in 1788 the competition of Hpstn 
and America for the furs had not 
begun, lie hud previously msde 
a Journey to Prince William 
Sound, and opened an extenslv# 
trade with the Indians. 

Meares arrived In May, 1788, 
at N«*otks, in the Felice, snd his 
Companion ship the Iphlgenti, 
under Captain William Dougins, 
arrived “tain afterwards. Itn- 
i tediniely Meares purchased s 
piece of Innd from Msqulnna. the 
chief, and erected a house snd 
stockade, and commenced ths 
building of n ship which was sub¬ 
sequently completed in his ab¬ 
sence by his artisans, and 
hum* hed as the Northwest Amer¬ 
ica. This proved actual occupa¬ 
tion 

Meares In the course of his 
Journeys secured guarantees of 
exclusive trading with the na¬ 
tive* over a wide range of terri¬ 
tory extending to Tatooch. Af¬ 
ter he returned to China, he ar¬ 
ranged to send the Princess 
Royal and Argonaut to Nootka, 
and placed James Colnctt In 
charge of the expedition, with 
directions to establish himself at 
- Nootka. When these vessels 
reached Nootka, they found two 
American vessels, the Columbia 
nnd the Washington, and after 
Colnctt had sent the Northwest. 
Americu to trade along the cosat 
81 the end of April. 1789. early In 
May. two Hpanish vessels, ths 
Princessu. commanded by l**n 
Htephen Joseph Martinet, who 
was destined to be the villain of 
the Story, nnd the Han Carlos sr- 
rtvfd front Bxa Bias. Mexico. 

After a week’s interchange of 
courte>y the whole conduct of the 
Spaniards changed, the Iphlgenla. 
nominally under Portuguese col¬ 
ors. was seized nnd l>oufrl*a 
made, a prisoner. It was some 
time before he was able to get 
away with his ship stripped of 
nil the dons could carry away, 
and eventually he reached china. 
When the Northwest America 
returned she also was seized, as 
was Jitter the Argonaut nnd 
Princess Royal, the American ves¬ 
sels. however, being unmolested. 
Thus in turn all the British ves¬ 
sels were captured 

After the Hpsnlsrds shipped ths 
crews off to China, Mcares ap¬ 
plied to the British finvernment 
for redress, nnd as a consequence 
nftcr lengthy negotiations and 
ihe threat of a ns vs I war. It was 
agreed that commissioners should 
be sent out to adjust the dlff-r- 
encts.

The story of Cnptaln Vancou¬ 
ver’s voyage to Nootka in 17x|

It Is. however, says the proverb,

sheds being already flooded. 

To give an idea of the stsength of 
the waters I may mention that tha 
bridge constated of twenty-one spans 
of Iron screwed-piles, filled with ce¬ 
ment, and yet the whole bridge s&ve 
one span, was tossed about on the 
flood like pieces of cork, and waa 
carried downstream for two miles 
and then a considerable distance out 
to sea The bridge was replaced by 
a new one within a year. 

On March 13. 1877. at Ahmedabad 
railway station a medal sent from 
England. by the Royal Humane So¬ 
ciety.-was publicly presented to 
Jones, the fireman, for saving my 
life.

THE SCENERY 

I JzSre said but little of the scener/ 
so characteristic of our mountain 
streams.
